WASHINGTON I In a chilling forecast, the 
White House is predicting a 10 -year fed- 
eral deficit of $9 trillion — more than the 
sum of all previous deficits since America’s 
founding.

Status Quo Suits Obama Just Fine 



President Obama took time out from his vacation on Tuesday to announce he is 
nominating Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke, left, for a second term. 


President plays it safe 
with re-nomination 
of central bank chair 

WASHINGTON | Giving Ben Ber- 
nanke a second term as U.S. Fed- 
eral Reserve chairman was the 
politically safe course for a presi- 
dent beset by multiple crises and 
wanting no new battles. 

The decision also helped 
soothe jittery financial markets, 
while drawing applause across 
party lines. 

President Obama cited the for- 
mer Princeton University econo- 
mist’s role in navigating the U.S. 
through the worst economic dis- 
tress in decades in offering him a 
second four-year term on Tuesday. 
In so doing, Obama followed the 
pattern of other recent presidents 
in reappointing a central bank 
chief first appointed by a prede- 
cessor on grounds that he was 
doing a good job. 

To do otherwise could have 
jeopardized the still-fragile recov- 
ery that Bernanke played a central 
role in engineering. 

While other potential candi- 


dates were considered, including 
top White House economic advis- 
er Lawrence Summers, any choice 


other than Bernanke might have 
roiled Wall Street and touched off 
a fierce battle in Washington. 


“He couldn’t have nominated 
anybody else. It would have been 
destructive to the financial mar- 
kets and nobody would have ever 
understood it,” said Mark Zandi, 
chief economist at Moody’s Econ- 
omy.com. 

Bernanke, 55, now faces the 
challenge of meeting the high 
expectations from the White 
House — and the rest of the coun- 
try — to repair the battered econo- 
my. To keep inflation at bay, he also 
must tread carefully in unwind- 
ing hundreds of billions of dollars 
in Fed financial rescue programs 
once the recovery is under way. 

Reconfirmation seems all but 
sure. White House officials feel 
certain that any vote of no con- 
fidence in Bernanke would come 
at much too high a political cost 
to lawmakers with the economy 
still in a fragile state, (ap)

Smugglers stash illicit 
cargo on trains to get 
it across the border 

BROWNSVILLE, TEXAS I When rail 
cars idle on side tracks in Mexico 
to be loaded with legitimate cargo 
and shipped to the United States, 
drug smugglers scan for places 
to hide their own loot — and if 
no good place is apparent, they 
make one. 

Marijuana and cocaine can 
be concealed above rail car axles 
or behind false undercarriages 
made of plywood. Bolder smug- 
glers sometimes weld a false wall 
into a car or sabotage trains to stop 
them and quickly stow their con- 
traband on board before the train 
moves on. Cars are then tagged 
with graffiti or other markings 
so the dealer in the U.S. can spot 
his delivery. 

Drug smuggling by rail “is 
something that for years may have 
gone under the radar,” said Mayor 
Chad Foster of Eagle Pass, Texas, 
which is expected to become by 
next year the busiest rail crossing 
on the U.S.-Mexico border. 


Thousands of pounds of drugs 
arrive in the U.S. by freight train 
every year. Now the federal govern- 
ment says it’s time American rail 
companies cracked down on their 
Mexican business partners. 

Drugs shipped by rail still rep- 
resent only a fraction of the drugs 
seized along the border. But the 
volume of illicit cargo is growing 
in some places. 

Because American rail compa- 
nies have an ownership stake in 
the two largest Mexican railroads. 


U.S. law enforcement is pressuring 
rail companies to crack down on 
smuggling. If they do not comply, 
U.S. railroads risk massive fines. 

Armando Torres, a transporta- 
tion consultant, said rail security 
has been improving since the lines 
went private in 1997- 

But drug smugglers still man- 
age to move their shipments, and 
part of the problem is corrup- 
tion, negligence or fear among 
rail workers, according to experts.

Pakistani Taliban: 
Top Leader Killed 


Militants say Mehsud 
died of injuries from 
U.S. missile strike 

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, PAKISTAN I 
Pakistani Taliban commanders 
acknowledged Tuesday that the 
militants’ top leader, Baitullah 
Mehsud, was dead, ending weeks 
of claims and counterclaims over 
his fate following a U.S. missile 
strike on his father-in-law’s home 
this month. 

Hakimullah Mehsud and Wali- 
ur Rehman, two of Mehsud’s top 
aides and reportedly rivals to suc- 
ceed him, called The Associated 
Press to say that their leader had 
died Sunday of injuries from the 
Aug. 5 strike in South Waziristan, 
near the Afghan border. 

“He was wounded. He got the 
wounds in a drone strike, and 
he was martyred two days ago,” 
Hakimullah Mehsud said. Rehman 
later repeated the same claim. 

The Taliban had insisted for 
weeks — in periodic, sometimes 
contradictory phone calls to media 
from various commanders — that 
Baitullah Mehsud was still alive

Empty Mailboxes Are No Accident

Junk mail deliveries 
have dropped sharply 
since recession began 

CHICAGO I You can find a bright 
spot in the recession as close as 
your mailbox: There are far fewer 
hefty catalogs, bulging coupon 
packets, credit card offers and 
glossy fliers clogging it up. 

Thanks to the economic down- 
turn and rising shipping costs, 
junk mail volume was down 
16 percent from last fall to this 
summer, on pace for the steepest 
annual decline in decades. 

Businesses that are still send- 
ing junk mail are sending less 
of it — shrinking their catalogs 
and using thinner paper to save 
money. It’s a sign stores are still 
struggling, but it also means less 
paper to toss in the garbage or lug 


to the recycling bin. 

“I get excited for mail, and then 
I look at it, and it’s just trash,” 
said Nicole Soto, a mother of two 


in Winchester, Mass., who hates 
junk mail so much she joined a 
service to help her cut down even 
further.

The decline in revenue from junk mail 
at the U.S. Postal Service from 2007 
to 2008. The agency is expecting an 
even bigger decline this year. 

“At the end of the day, I don’t 
like the idea of so much being 
wasted,” she said. 

Fewer credit card solicitations 
are going out, too. About 1.4 billion 
fewer were mailed last year than 
in 2007, a decline big enough to 
account for a quarter of the over- 
all drop in junk mail. 

The reprieve from overstuffed 
mailboxes will probably end as the 
economy revives. Catalogs, pam- 
phlets and flyers remain among 
the cheapest and most effective 
ways to market and sell products 
and draw new shoppers into stores.

Wikipedia Aims 
To Crack Down 
On False Entries 

NEW YORK I Wikipedia said it is 
testing a new method for curbing 
false information in its entries as 
the online encyclopedia seeks a 
balance between credibility and 
openness. 

While anyone can still edit arti- 
cles, the site is testing pages that 
require changes to be approved by 
an experienced Wikipedia editor 
before they appear on the site. If 
users respond well to the test run, 
the new restrictions will apply to 
all entries for living people. 

A more uniform system for fil- 
tering changes on Wikipedia rep- 
resents something of a step back 
from the site’s original philosophy, 
which called for harnessing the 
collective knowledge of volunteer 
editors without any major restric- 
tions.

Tuesday morning, as U.S. Edu- 
cation Secretary Arne Duncan 
helped kick off a children’s essay/ 
art/video contest about the slain 
civil rights leader, memorial offi- 


cials said they are eager to get 
started on the project, which has 
stalled in recent months. 

Harry E. Johnson Sr., president 
and CEO of the Martin Luther 
King Jr., National Memorial Proj- 
ect Eoundation, wrote a letter to 
Interior Secretary Ken Salazar, 
who oversees the Park Service, 
requesting a building permit. 

“I am hopeful, as I have been, 
that the secretary of the interior 
will take a look at this and say, 
'There’s no reason not to give you 
a building permit,”’ Johnson said 
Tuesday. “I don’t have an argu- 
ment with the Park Service or any- 
body else,” he said. “I just want to 
build a memorial.” michael e. ruane

D.C. needs to snap 
cold streak to stay in 
MLS’ playoff picture 

UNITED I D.C. United is winless 
in its past seven games and has 
slipped into the danger zone in 
both the MLS playoff race and the 
CONCACAF Champions League. 
While not in crisis — the team is 
healthy and there’s time to recov- 
er — United needs to start win- 
ning games. 

It won’t be easy. Wednesday 
night D.C. hosts nine-time Mexi- 
can titlist Toluca in the Champions 
League knowing that falling into a 
0-2 hole could kill of any realistic 
hopes of advancing from group play. 
Then on Saturday United (6-5-11 in 
MLS) travels to second-place Chi- 
cago (10-5-8) looking to climb back 
into playoff position with its first 
league win since mid- July. 


“I think every team goes 
through that little stretch and

D.C. took a step in the right 
direction last weekend in what 
Ben Olsen called “one of the only 
games this year where we have had 
the right mentality throughout,” a 
0-0 tie against Los Angeles. 

Coach Tom Soehn has a few 
new players at his disposal. Dur- 
ing the current transfer window 
D.C. has signed defender Julius 
James from Houston, defender 
David Habarugira from a Bel- 
gian club, midfielders Tiyiselani 
Shipalane and Ely Allen from the 
minor leagues and, most notably, 
U.S. Olympian Danny Szetela. 

Toluca is in second place in the 
Mexican league at 4-1 but likely 
won’t field its entire first- choice 
lineup in a mid-week game so far 
from home.

Maud Montgomery’s 1908 book 
“Anne of Green Gables” is instant- 
ly taken with her new home of 
Prince Edward Island after she’s 
adopted by brother and sister Mat- 
thew and Marilla Cuthbert. Visi- 
tors to the island today will likely 
follow suit. 

The charming island offers 
everything from miles of undu- 
lating green farmland to stretches 
of stunning coastlines to quaint 
towns. And yes, there are also plen- 
ty of places to find traces of the fic- 
tional Anne and her creator.

Montgomery grew up on the 
island and gave the same home to 
her fictional heroine Anne. That’s 


Anne with an “e” as she would 
point out, a much more desirable 
spelling than plain A-n-n. 

For those in search of Anne, the 
small town of Cavendish, where 
Montgomery grew up, is a must. 
There’s the cemetery where a path 
leads to the grave of Montgomery, 
who died at the age of 67 in 1942, 
a post office where Montgomery 
worked for a time that’s filled with 
displays, and even the opportunity 
to tour “Green Gables.” 

The white farmhouse with the 
obligatory green gables was the 


home of a brother and sister who 
were cousins of Montgomery’s 
grandfather. They are believed to 
have inspired the characters Mat- 
thew and Marilla. Not far away is 
the site where Montgomery grew 
up with her grandparents. All that’s 
left of that home, though, is the 
foundation and a basement. 

Even if you’re not a devotee of 
the “Green Gables” books. Prince 
Edward Island, which has deserv- 
edly earned the moniker “The Gen- 
tle Island,” is a nice place to slow 
down. Strolling along the beach, 
exploring scenic woods or wan- 
dering through shops, visitors will 
soon find themselves in tune with 
the calm rhythms of this island.

It’s a simple combo of lettuce, 
accoutrements and dressing. But 
the salad, pal of dieters and no- 
cook dinner staple during hot 
months, can range from fancy- 
restaurant- complex (hail, Cae- 
sar!) to out-of-a-plastic-bag-easy 
(yo. Fresh Express). The key to 
transforming a bowl of greens into 
something inspiring, even party- 
worthy? Careful composition, with 
an eye on what’s in season. 

“Salads should offer many dif- 
ferent tastes,” says Dave Pressley, 
manager of Eventide (3165 Wil- 
son Blvd., Arlington; 703-276- 
3165). Tossing a salad is a bit like 
doing a math equation — put in 
a little of this, a little of that until 
you’ve got a complex whole. “Sour, 
sweet, salt and bitter should be on 
the plate,” says Pressley. His res- 
taurant’s crab salad does this by 
blending lime dressing, pickled 
watermelon, sweet melons, salt 
and bitter micro -greens. 

Sweetgreen, the local cafe 
chain, solves the salad puzzle with 


a formula that’s worth copying at 
home. Choose some greens (baby 
spinach, romaine, etc.), add three 
or so veggies (beets, chickpeas, 
hearts of palm), a bit of crunch 
(toasted nuts, crispy wonton strips) 
and maybe a protein before driz- 
zling with dressing. The result? 
A dish that’s tasty, but not over- 
whelmed by any one element. 

You also should “aim for sal- 
ads that are a balance of tex- 
tures,” says Sweetgreen co-owner 
Nicolas Jammet. “Don’t do goat 
cheese, tofu and avocado unless 
you have something to offset the 
mushiness.” 

Protein turns a dish of greens 
from appetizer to meal. Cathal 
Armstrong, chef-owner of Res- 
taurant Eve (110 S. Pitt St., Alex- 
andria; 703-706-0450), recom- 
mends beginning with a one main 
item (duck confit, roasted fish) and 
building around it. “Look at what’s 
in season. Right now, you have 
tomatoes, beans and mushrooms, 
which would balance fish.” 


In lieu of stale croutons, get 
snap from raw veggies. Emit can 
be another unexpected addition. 
Robert Weland, chef at Poste res- 
taurant (555 8th St. NW; 202-783- 
6060), uses figs to sweeten peppery 
arugula; dried berries or grilled 
stone fruits also bring zest.

Jammet says looks matter, too. 
“Eat with your eyes. You can get 
vitamins and color with shredded 
carrots, beets or green peas.” 

Eor greens, don’t play it too 
safe. “There are lemony greens like 
Asian mizuna and spicy, peppery 
greens like Osaka mustard greens,” 
says Armstrong. The farmers mar- 
ket or an Asian grocery like Super 
H Mart (10780 Lee Hwy., Eairfax; 


703-273-0570) should be rich in 
unusual varieties. 

Garden herbs can also zip up a 
simple salad. “Mint and basil are 
good,” says Weland. He’ll brighten 
arugula salad with mint or flavor 
a pepper salad with basil. 

Once you’ve got your ingredi- 
ents chopped, they’ll need a dress- 
ing to unite them. Most chefs rec- 
ommend keeping it simple. (See 
you later. Ranch; we’ll take basic 
vinaigrette.) 

Armstrong prefers two parts oil 
to one part vinegar seasoned with 
salt and pepper: “I like a dressing 
that isn’t too oily. With this ratio, 
you can use less dressing with a 
sharper result.” Protein-heavy 
salads pair with lighter dress- 
ings; creamy flavors stand up to 
crunchy lettuces. 

No matter how you toss it, the 
salad bar has been raised. As Arm- 
strong says, “When you say 'salad,’ 
people automatically think 'let- 
tuce,’ but they’re so much more 
than that.” erin hartigan
